PiTTSBURO. Oct. 11.— Chief Jnstici 
Panon, of the ■npreme court of Penn 
■ylTnlA, Monday charged the grand 
jury in the oaaes of the Homestead 
atriken charged with treason. The charge 
contained over 5.000 words and embrace<l 
a graphic resume of the circuniBtancef 
leading up to tlie rii)t at the Carnegit 
HomcHtead mill and the Huhsequenl 
charges (if treason lodijod agaiiiHt thirty- 
threo union men. "fho chief justice"!: 
charge is considered hy members of the 
Allegheny county bar as nnfavorable to 
the defendants. In chacglac Um jury 
Justice PaxBon said: 

"Wo can have Home sympathy with a 
mob driven to dcsiiorntion by hunger, 
as in the days of tho F'rench revolution, 
but we can have none for men receiv- 
ing exceptionally high wages in resistiiiK 
the law and resorting to violence and 
bloodshed in tlit< (insertion of innnagiu- 
ary riglits, and entailing a vast exjiense 
upon the tax payers of the common- 
wealth. It was not a cry for bread to 
feed their fami.shing lips, resulting in a 
sudden outrage, with good provocation; 
it was a deliberate attempt by men 
without anthoritv to control others in 
the enjoyment of their rights. The ex- 
istence of such state of things in a gov- 
ernment of law indicates a weak spot. 
It is not in the law itnelf: that is 
sufficient for tho preservation of 
order; all thjit is neeile<l is 
its proper enforcement. To ac<'oiii- 
plish this, it is only necessary 
that ever\- one connected with its ad- 
ministration should do his duty. This 
duty is as solemn and imperative with a 
jury in the box as it is with the judge 
upon the bench. I am glad to be able 
to say, as a result of my experience in 
the criminal courts, that I have seldom 
ki^own a jury to falter in the perform- 
ance of a duty, when that duty has been 
clearly and fairly presented to them. 
If jurors fail in this respect the courts 
can accomplish nothing and tho result is 
anarchy. It is much to be feared that 
there is a diseased state of pnblio opinion 
growing up with regard to disturbances 
of this nature, and an erroneoos yiew of 
the law bearing ui)on these questions 
has found lodgment in tlm public mind." 

In dt tining the law, trie justice said: 
"When .the company shut down its works 
and discharged its men, it was acting 
strictly in the lines of the law; it could 
not compel the men to work, nor could 
the men compel the com pan v to employ 
them; no arrangement oonld be made 
in such regard except in the nature of a 
contract agreed upon by the parties. 
Upon this subject their rights were mu- 
tual. The company bad the r n lis- 
pnted right to protect its pro:e ly; 
for this purpose it could lawfully empl<>y 
as many men as it saw proper, and 
arm them if necessary. Hany of our 
banks and places of business are guarded 
by armed watchmen. The law did not 
require it to employ as watchmen tho 
men from wljom it anticipated the de- 
struction of its works. The ri: ht of tho 
men was to refuse to work uule.ss tlieir 
terms were acceded to them and per- 
suade others to join them in such re- 
fusal, but the law will sustain them no 
farther. The moment they attempt to 
control the works and to prevent by 
violence, or threiits of violence, other 
laborers from going to work, then they 
place<l themselved outside the pale of 
the law. It can not be tolerated for a 
moment, that one laborer shall suy to 
another laborer, "You shall not work 
for this man for that wage without my 
consent," and then enforce aaoh com- 
mand Dj bratel tIoImum .vp(m his par- 
son. 

"It is the duty of the state to protect 
every citizen within her boundary. In 
this there is no distinction between the 
laborer and the capitalist; it protects 
each with equal impartiality. When 
the state fails to do this it fails in its 
duty as sovereijm, and it will protect 
with a firm hand the individual laborer 
ftrom the tyranny and unlawfulness of 
organized labor. The law should be so 
enforced from the Delaware to the Ohio, 
that the humblest laborer can work for 
whom he pleaaee and at what wages he 
Mes fit, undisturbed by the bludgeon of 
the rioter or the pistol of the assMain. 

"You will also observe that the offense 
charged is treason to the state, and not 
■gainat the United Stataa; it la » matter 
with which thalattar haa nothing to do, 
wd om which it can have no joriadic- 

tiOB. 

"A mere mcb, collected npon the im- 
pulse of the moment, without any defi- 
nite object beyond the gratifloatlon of 
its iudden passions, doea not commit 
treason, although it daatroya property 
and attacks human lif^ Bnt wh^the 
large nunber of men arm and organlae 
thmiaalTaa. and engage in a common 
porpcae to defy the law. to raaiat ita otH- 
cars and deprive their feUow-dtlaens of 
tba righta to which they are antltlad on* 
dar tba ccnatitatioo and lawa, 
it la a laryinf of war against 
tha atata. ana the oOaoaa is 
traaaon. Wtaara a body of man have 
orgaolaad for a t r aaaoaa bl a pnrpoae, 
•TMT alap wiriA any ooaoftkKn takes 
la part aaaootion of tbalr oenunon pur- 
poaa la an orart act of t re a a on. Every 
mambarcf aooh aaaerted goTamment 
who baa parttdpatad in each oanrpation 
baa ceroraltted traaaon Mainat tba atate. 
It ia a Tift'*^fn of erlniutal law that a 
man most ha praaninad to have intended 
tbat which ia tba natoral andprdbable 
oouaqoaBoa Of bia acta, we have 
reachad tha point in the history of the 
atata where thera ara hot two roada left 
to us to pnraae. The one leads to order 
and good goTemment, the other leads to 
anarchy."

Sunday afternoon Pat and 
Tim McCormick went to East Nash- 
ville, and on going through Shelby'f 
Bottoms were attacked by two negroes, 
Ed (iillum and Will ^luhoiiey, with 
base ball batn. 

Without provocation, it is claimed, 
the negroes felled the white men to thf> 
ground. Tim McCormicks skull waf 
tracturefi, and- he died yesterday morn 
ing. Pat is in a dying comlition. 

A passer-by, attracted >iy the trouble, ] 
seized a rock and hit Mahuney upon thf 1 
head, fracturing his skull and fatally 
wounding him. (tilhun w.is chased by an i 
angry mob of white men, captured and I 
jailed. If Pat McCoriaick dies an at- 
tempt will doubtless be made to lynch 
Uilluni, as the McCormicks have many 
friends who swear ravanga on Hbrn anr- 
viving negro. 

The jail is heavily guarded, and if an 
attack is made there will probably be a 
loss of life.

Indianapolis, Oct. 11.— Joseph F. 
Tolivor. aged twenty-four years, tui 
electrician in the employ of the Indian- 
aiiolis Electric company, was killed bv a 
live wire in the alley north of theEuglisli 
hotel property, yesterday. He hail ?ust 
cut a live wire and was about to make a 
connection. Ho had placed one foot on 
a stime curb and was just starting to 
climb a step-ladder when he accidental- 
Iv tfxjk hold of a Second live wire, 
"foliver died in an instant. He received 
a shock of 2, 0(10 volts. The man came 
here fnmi Abilene, Kan., and bad been 
an electrician for nine years. 

Harder Over Money Matters. 

Pine Bluff. Ark., Oct. 11.— At 11 
o'clock yeeterdjay afternoon, J. H. Onl* 
peper, a wealthy planter, was shot and 
KiUed by Israel Stewart, who acted as 
manager for Culpeper. The men qtuu> 
reled over money matters, and when 
Culpeper turned to leave Stewart, th« 
latter drew a revolver and fired, the 
ball striking Culpeper in the back of the 
head, killing bim instantly. Stewart 
waa arraat ad.

— It Is 
now l)elieved that Emmet Dalton will 
recover. A Wells Fargo express agent 
is here to arranu'e for iia\ iii^; the rewards 
to tho slayers of the gmig and the mon- 
eys to the families of those slain.

Killed In a Runaway Aooldent. 

Bourbon, Ind., Oct. 11.— Mathias 
Moremiser, an old man, residing here, 
was instantly killed in a runaway acci- 
dent. His wagon was loaded with lum- 
l)er, and he was thrown from the wagon 
and entangled in the lines, in which 
position he was dragged 200 feet and 
run over.

PiTTBBUBa, Ooi It. — Tba Uboi 
troablaa of tha paat alt montha art 
held to be largely reaponsible for recent 
business failnrea among the Hebrews in 
Wylie avenue district. Within the 
past week the sheriff has attached hit 
bill of sale to aix dry goods and notion 
stores in that section. Several of tlym 
failing have branch stores in tba amal] 
towna in this vicinity which will alsc 
go down in t\w wreck. 

The general reason advanced for the 
failures is that the peddlers and small 
dealers supidied from the Wylie avenut 
stores failed to meet their obligations, 
thereby jireventing the merchants from 
settling with their creditors. 

The whole system seems to have bt'en 
one of credit. Little capital was invest- 
ed by many of the dealers. All depend- 
ed on their inconM from Nlaa to meet 

their payments. 

The mercliants bought on credit from 
eastern wluilesalers' sold on credit to the 
peildlers ami small stores and they in 
turn sold largely on credit to their cu.s- 
tomers. The latter are almost entirely 
of the mill working class. Home- 
stead has always bf-en considered one of 
the best fields for the pack pedrllers 
business in this section. The amount 
involved in these failures is over ^'M),- 
000. 

Among the victims of the panic are S. 
Taiiolsky, .1. F. Friedman and I). Ko.sen- 
tlial. Tlie hitter's liabilities are said to 
reach !»1:,'.'),ihiI). 

It is said that all tlu! stores contain 
but a fraction of the amount of their 
lial ilities, and if tho sheriff's sales take 
piiu. -heNaw York finna wlU bathe 
losers. 

Iioekont Began in Rotten.

Ttiey 
allege that the action of the unions dur- 
ing the i)ast year has been driving the 
work out of Boston. Tho iniml)er of 
peojile all'ected i;y the lockout is various- 
ly estimated as being from ;'>oo to \,'MQ 
men and women, only about 200 of 
whom are membera M tba Qsnnent 
Workers' union.

SHIP ABANDONED AT SEA. 

Some of the Crew MlMiiig and Others 
Reaoll l«nd Barely Alive. 

San FaANCiBOO, Oct. 11.— The brig J. 
D. Spreokles airlved from Honoluln 

yesterday, bringing news that the ship 
William A. Campbell, from I'ort Town- 
send, fur t^ueenetown, was abandoned 
in a gale on Aug. 'M. The mate, ten 
men and a boy arrived in a boat at 
Kahulni, Sejit. 20. The captain, his 
wife and ctnid and the remaining eight 
of tho crew in another boat are missing. 

The ship, which was wheat-laden, 
had leaked fm- some time. Water 
soaked into the wheel, which became 
swollen and burst the vessel. Fifteen 
days after abandoning, the drinking 
water in tho mate's boat gave out ana 
the only liijnid remaining was several 
bottles of elaret. Some of this was 
stolen by tht« men and then the mate 
mixed what remained with the contents 
of a can of kerosene, and for eight days 
this was used to moisten their parched 
lips. 

The boat was picked up near Hawaii 
by natives. The occupants had all euc- 
cumlied to exposure and exhaustion, 
and were unccmscioua when found. The 
boy was in the moat serious condition, 
and was exnected to did wIMH tiM 
Spreckles sailed.

MINISTER EGAN IN WASHINGTON. 

He Calls on the I'reitldent and Tiirn on 
decrntary Foster. 

WAsmifOTOM, Oct- 11.— PresidentHar- 
risen gave a conference yesterday to 

Minister Egan who has just arrived 
from Chili. In p^rpon Mr. Egan re- 
ceived the presi.h iit s commendation for 
the manner in whu h he had discharged 
the difficult and delicate duties of his 
position, which the latter expressed in 
his message to congress liist wmte The 
pre!~ident also axpressed his sen^e lit stit- 
i^-la(■tlon at the fair and honori'Me set- 
tlement of the recent ditTeretice between 
the two cr,;nitries. 

Mr. Egan delivered a jiersimal mes 
sage fr. iiii tlie pre-ideut of Chili to the 
jiresident of the United St.-ifes exjjress- 
ing his joy .-md satisfaction at the eiiui- 
taule adjustment of tho matters recent- 
ly in controversy between the two na- 
tions and his personal appreciation of 
the kindly ciflices of the American min- 
ister in bringing about such a happy re- 
sult. 

At tilt.' state d"iif'.rtment Mr. Egan 
gave to Si'crefary Foster the memoranda 
of the treaty agreed upon by him and 
the ( 'hilian officials for tne appointment 
of a commission to settle the claims of 
citizens of tho United States against 
Chili. ]Mr. Egan brought no commer- 
cial treaty with him as has been stated. 

He also end(jr>ed to Secretary Fostei 
the !jiT5,()00 paid by Chili as indemnity 
for the assault ujion the sailors of the 
Baltimo-e in Valparais*i by which two 
of them were killed and a number bad- 
ly injured. The monov was in the shape 
of letters of creilit on i'aris.

To remedy this evil the postmaster 
general, has ist^ued an order to post 
masters and other postal officers and 
employes, strictly prohibiting them 
from making public names, addresses or 
|irivato information obtained by them 
in the disc harge of their ofHd al duties

New York, Oct. 11. — Yesterday 
dawned bright and clear, and the first 
of the Columbus parades, that of tho 
f-tudents and school children, was a great 
success.

From pulilic school and 
from private scliool, from parochial 
schools, from institatiana and from 
asylnma the children were marshaled 
thooianda strong, and their old^ 
brotbara from the colleges marobad 
with them. 

On every side throiuthoat tha dty, 
alike in we section flfled with brown 
stone or marble mandona, and in thoae 
where thronged tenenienta are crowded 
together, was there laviab diaplayof 
tiagb and streamers, bat eapedal atten- 
titm was given by city offlciius and pri- 
vate citizens to the decoration of the 
streets aud houses along the rente sdect- 
ed for the paradea. Fifth avenoe, from 
the plaaa at the entrance to Central park 
to the oentannial arch at Washington 
square, waa a blaae of odor. Chnrob 
imd club, hotel and hospital, bnsineaa 
house and private mansion, vied with 
each other in display of flags, in festoona 
of bunting, in wealth of bright hnad 
shields and streamera. 

Tha Cdumbia arch at Fifty-ninth 
street and Fifth avenue, with ita stataaa, 
its flags, its shidda and bannerattaa|Waa 
complete in dl ita bravery. From Thir- 
ty-third street to the Worth monument 
on dther side of the avenne stood polea ' 
painted and surmonnted by golden nalla 
from which hung flaga, atrearaera and 
gonfdona. At Twenty-second street and 
Fifth avenne was another archway one 
hundred feet in length covered wltb flaga 
and wreathed with evergreen smilax and 
palms. 

A double wall of spectators of whom 
many were women and children extend- 
ed from Forty-seventh street where tha 
procession made its first start to tha Ug 
arch in Washington spuare. The elabor- 
ate decorations all along the Una of 
march helped to make the scene an im- 
pressive one. One of the specid featorea 
along the line was that of 1,600 pnblio 
school girls costumed in red, while and 
blue, so arranged upon one of the big 
stands that they formed a uerfect repre- 
sentation of the stars and stripes. On 
another stand were 1,600 Catliollc girla 
similarly arranged. They sang patriotio 
songs aa tba parade passed. .Mayor 
(irant headed the line and afterwafda 
reviewed it. An interesting feature 
was that of 800 Indian boys from the 
Industrial school of Carlisle, Pa. 

The delay in starting, which is the 
almost invariable feature of all civic 
parades, was not absent, and it was 
nearly 11 o'clock before the order to 
march was given. 

The route of parade arranged waa 
down Fifth avenne to Seventeenth street, 
to Fourth avenue, fo Fourteenth street, 
to Fifth avenue, to Washington square, 
to University dace, to Fourth atraat, 
where the parade diabanded. 

In the public school division there 
were twenty regiments, 203 companiea 
and 10,500 pupils in line. Besidaatbeae 
there were over a thousand stndenta 
from the Long Island City pnblio 
schools. 

General James R. O'Beime was mar- 
shd of the Catholic school and college 
division. The Roman Catholic schools 
and colleges of New York were repre- 
sented by 5,500 pupils. 

Ex-President Cleveland arrived it tho 
Victoria hotel at 10:45. His jinvate sec- 
retary, Mr. O'Brien, and V. Heiiedict, 
accompanied him. Mrs. Cleveland, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Heiiedict and anoth- 
er lady, arrived at 10:50 a. m. Mr. and 
Mrs. ('leveland witnessed the school pa- 
rade from rooms in the Victoria hotel. 

The streets were literally crowded 
with visitors from all p.irts of the coun- 
try and it is computed that fully 25l),(KX) 
visit<ir8 are in the city. Nearly all the 
hotels are full and unless rooms have 
Iteen engagml in advance, tranfiient cus- 
tomers find c(msiderable difficulty in 
securing accommodation. Most of the 
trains over tho New York City, the Har- 
lem and the New Haven roads are com- 
ing in in sections, some of them in four 
■actions to accommodate tba vmatntUj 
heavy travel.
